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Contribution to the Knowledge of Carabidae Fauna of Turkey 
Part 2 Platynini (Coleoptera, Carabidae)

Abstract: This study bases on material collected from different localities of 
Turkey, between 1969-2003. 12 species and subspecies belonging to five genera in the 
tribe Platynini are recorded. Among them, Calathus syriacus CHADOIR 1863 and 
Calathus ambiguus (PAYKULL 1790) were the most abundant and widespread species. 
However, Calathus ambiguus dilutus CHADOUIR 1842, Calathus erythroderus 
GEMMINGER & HAROLD 1868, Dolichus halensis (SCHALLER 1783) and Sphodrus 
leucophthalmus (LINNEAUS 1758) are new records for the Turkish fauna. Separately, 
synonym and distribution of these species were given in this study. 
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Introduction 


The first part of the contribution to the knowledge of Carabidae fauna of Turkey covered 
the tribe Harpalini. The second part includes the tribe Platynini. The information related 
to the material was given in part 1 (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2003). 


Results 


In this study, 12 species and subspecies of five genera belonged to Platynini tribe of 
Carabidae were reported in Turkey.

Zusammenfassung 


Diese Studie basiert auf Material, das zwischen 1969-203 von verschiedenen Fundorten in der 
Türkei gesammelt wurde. 12 Arten und Unterarten der Tribus Platynini werden bestimmt. Unter 
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ihnen waren Calathus syriacus CHADOIR 1863 und Calathus ambiguus (PAYKULL 1790) die am 
háufigsten und am weitesten verbreiteten Arten. Calathus ambiguus dilutus CHADOUIR 1842, 
Calathus erythroderus GEMMINGER & HAROLD 1868, Dolichus halensis (SCHALLER 1783) und 
Sphodrus leucophthalmus (LINNEAUS 1758) sind Erstnachweise für die Türkei! 
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
